It was further decided to 
make arrangements for the showing at -this meeting of a 
number of Yugoslav motion pictures obtainable from the 
Film Department of the Yugoslav Information Center, The 
infprmant stated that the Yugoslav Information Center in 
New York City is an official agency of the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment . 


On December 17, 1951 T-l advised he attended an ' 
affair of subject organization on December l5, 195l at 
the Yugoslav American Home, 14.05 West l£Lst Street, New York 
City. Approximately 180 Tito sympathizers were present 
including officials of the Yugoslav Government agencies in 
New York City. ! 

f The only speaker at this affair was NIKOLA- 

-fELaSMANJ C... Chair man of s ub ject organization . In' his 
speech TELESMaNIC dealt 'chiefly witii the rehabilitation of 
Yugoslavia under the leadership of Marshal TITO and the 
Yugoslav Communist Party. 

He said that TITO had succeeded in restoring 
and expanding the nati on 1 s* industrial and economic life 
within an' amazingly short time after the deve station brought 
on by World War II. In this connection TELESMANIC also 
emphasized the significance of collectivization and 
socialization. He concluded his speech by- urging those 
present to become regular readers of "Novi Lis.t", pro-TI.TO 
Serbo-Croatian .language newspaper published- in New York City,

According to the informant, the main portion of 
the program at this meeting consisted of the showing of 
three Yugoslav motion pictures depicting certain aspects 
of present day life in Yugoslavia ,and dearly designed to 
impress the audience with the' development of new industries 
and expansion of existing industries in Yugoslavia, Other 
newsreels exhibited at this meeting dealt with the struggles 
of the Yugoslav partisans during World War II and with the 
Jugoslav revolution which led to the assumption of power bv 
Marshal TITO. J 

1’he informant advised that according to an 
announcement, made at this nesting, aLl proceeds were to be 
used for purchasing food and medical supplies for shipment 
to Jugoslavia. 

On December 6, 1951' Confidential Informant T-l 
reported concerning a celebration held on November 28, 195l 
at the Yugoslav American Home in commemoration of the 
eighth anniversary of the Federated National Republic, of 
ugoslavia* This celebration was held under the sponsor- 
ship of the Yugoslav Consulate General and was attended by 
approximately 1|20 TITO sympathizers including the crews of 
the Yugoslav vessels MACEDONIA and SLOVENIA. 

f . , h The informant stated that KIODRAG MaRKOVIC, 

Yugoslavia in ^ew York City was present 
with the entire staff of the Consulate and other Yugoslav 
Government agencies in New York City, A number of Yugo- 
slav organizations which were officially represented at 
this celebration sent greetings to Marshal TITO. The 
Informant stated that the Club of American Yugoslav Friend- 
ship was one of these organizations. 

ALEXANDER JURIC 


On December 24, 1951 Confidential Informant T*.l 
advised that ALEXANIEltoRIC , co-publisher of "Novi List", 

C ^ t 3' nues to be one of * the mosfc influential figures In the 
affairs of subject organization. ‘ 
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Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
stated that in his opinion JURIC is the most dangerous and 
radical, supporter of the TITO regime in New York City. The 
ini orman t said that JURIC is absolutely money mad. and mixes 
with his financial aims a certain fanaticism in his support 
of the TITO regime. 

According to information furnished by Confidential 
Informant T-l, JURIC departed from New York City on 
October 6, 1951 on a visit to Yugoslavia. The informant 
further stated that the Department of State had at first 
refused to issue JURIC a passport but later reversed itself 
after the Yugoslay Government had interceded in JURIC'S 
behalf. The informant stated that JURIC was underteking 
this trip as a guest of the Yugoslav Government. 

. On Ite comber 21}., 1951 T-l advised that JURIC 
had returned to New York on board the SS QUEEN MaRY on 
Dscember 22, 19^1. 

This informant furnished an English translation 
of an article which appeared on November 19* 1951 in the 
semi-official newspaper "Politika", published in Belgrade 
Yugoslavia. This article is captioned "Our Countryman * 
Alexander Juric Held a Press Conference in Zagreb". Per- 
tinent portions of this article are being set out as 
follows: 

"Our prominone Croatian compatriot in USA 
Alexander Juric Chairmsui of Novi List, an organization of 
progressive Yugoslav emigrants, held a press conference in 
Zagreb follpwing his arrival in Yugoslavia as a guest of 
the Croatian organization Matica. 

"In answering a reporter's question Juric stated 
that a majority of the countrymen (in USA) are deeply at- 
tached to their old country and people as well as to the 
People's Government and to Marshal Tito, This attitude 
has been demonstrated by the numerous relief actions and 
shipments to Yugoslavia of food, clothing, medical supplies, 
money and reading matter representing many millions of* 
dollars

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"Alexander Juric has been living in USA for the 
past lj.8 years. His last visit to the homeland took place 
25 years ago. At that time the police of old Yugoslavia 
arrested and jailed him. 'Now* Juric declared ‘I am happy 
and proud bo be able to see my homeland liberated and 
enjoying a new and happier life 1 , 

"Juric intends to visit all our People's 
Republics so as to be able to tell our Yugoslav country- 
men in America about the things he saw in the old country 
and also to refute all lies and malicious misrepresentations* 
which are being spread by hostile elements." 

Regarding the organization Matica mentioned in 
the above quoted article, Confidential Informant T-3, of 
known reliability, advised on January 16, 1952 that this 
organization is also known under the name "Federation of 
Yugoslav Repatriat$$From Abroad" and that the Croatian 
wor$d Matica literal, ly means "mother" and in this particular 
connection is the equivalent of homeland. 

On December 21 , 195l Confidential Informant T-l 
furnished the English translation of a news item which had 
appeared on Etecember 1, 1951 in the Belgradfnewspuper 
"Politika", which reads as follows: 

"Prime Minister Marshal Jo sip Broz-Tito yesterday 
at 8:30 pm received Alexander 1 Juric, our prominent compatriot 
in USA and Chairman of the corporation which publishes 
Novi List, The visit lasted one hour and Mr. Juric declared 
that he was taking with liim to the USA numerous .greetings, 
to our compatriots in that country an.d also the best im- 
pression regarding the general development and progress of 
Yugoslavia end the Yugoslav people," 

On January 15, 1952 Confidential Informant T-l 
furnished a clipping from the Croatian publication "Matica" 
published in Zagreb, Yugoslavia. (Issue No. 1, page 25) 

This clipping contains a photograph of ALEXANDER JURIC 
aid three other, individuals grouped around a table. 

Another photograph appearing on the. same page dhows 
ALEXANDER JURIC leaving the* Zagreb railroad station, The 
captions read as follows: 
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Alexander* Juric, Well Known Leader of Our 
Countrymen in the USA and .Chairman of the 
Organization Novi List is Visiting His 
Homeland After an Absence of 25 Years;

In May, 1951, T-l, of known reliability, 
advised that the Friends of New Yugoslavia 
was founded subsequent to the Tito Coming'.-* 
form split and it maintains . a relationship 
of close and direct cooperation with official representatives 
of the Yugoslavia government in this country.

T-l, of known reliability, en April 2, 1952 advised that Consul 
SINISA^OSUTIC of the Yugoslav Consulate in San Francisco was 
contacting Yugoslav individuals in thht area relative to 
initiating an appeal to the United States government, demanding 
that the United States support Yugoslavia’s claim in the present 
Trieste crisis* Arguments in favor of the Yugoslav position 
were to be pointed out that support by the United States in 
favor of the Italian claim would be of value to the Russians who 
would then tell the Yugoslavs that they should have remained in 
the Russian camp instead of breaking away as they did after 
the Tito-Cominform split in 1948.

Informant 
advised that the "Novi List”, the official organ of Friends 
of New Yugoslavia, which was descr5.bed by informant as a Pro** 

Tito newspaper published in New York City, in its issue dated ; 
April 8, 1952, page 1, column 6, set. forth a copy of a tele- - 
gram sent to the Honorable DE*N ACHESON, Secretary of State, 
Washington, D.C., urging him to use his power and influence 
to prevent the division- and administration of the Free Territory 
of Trieste, Zone A, with Italian Iredontists. A telegram 
further reads "V/e are convinced that Trieste never belonged, 
to Italy and that Trieste was always a Yugoslav city, historically 
economically and ethnically". The telegram also pointed out 
that Yugoslavia was an ally of the United States during 
V/orld War II while Italy was an enemy. 

According to T-2, "Novi List" of April 8, 1952, page 1, column 
7 set forth copies of telegrams directed to United States 
officials in V/ashington, D^C., urging that the question of 
Trieste be left to Italy and Yugoslavia to settle between 
themselves.

The same Issue, page 2, columns 1 and 2, contains an article

Informant stated that 
i-JAEETICj to the best of his knowledge^ has never been a Communist 
Party member, but is currently Pro-Tit.o in lis political views. 

T-3' advised that he had learned that on April 25, 1952 JOZIC 
reported to ZEELOS BUCAR of the Yugoslav Embassy pertaining to 
local Yugoslav clubs which had written letters in support of 
the Trieste issue, JOZIC at this time in his report included 
among the clubs the Friends of New Yugoslavia Club in South 
Chicago as well as the Friends of New Yugoslavia in Chicago 
proper . 

T-2 advised that the "Novi List" issue dated April 29, 1952, 
page 2, columns 5 and 6 sets forth telegrams and' resolutions 
pertaining to the Trieste question from Yugoslav groups in 
Chicago.' One resolution urging support of the^ Yugoslav 
position in this Trieste matter is signed Society of Friends 
of New. Yugoslavia, Chicago, Illinois, MILAN MARIC, Secretary> 
and FORTIN JIARITIC, President. Another resolution appears in 
the same column from Lodge No. 9, Croatian Fraternal Union 
signed by MATT ANDRIASEVICH. 

With respect to these resolutions, T-lj. advised on May 5, 1952 
that individuals signing their names to the above-mentioned 
resolution, to the personal knowledge of informant, do not 
have sufficient education to write such resolutions either in 
English or in Croatian. 

"Life" M a gazine Articles Concerning Marshal TITO'S own life story 

T-3 advised on April 23, 1952 that one JQp$EY, Time, Inc., 

330 Cormak Road, Chicago, was in contact ^ith NIKOLA. KOZUL of the 
Yugoslav Consulate relative to the life history of TITO that 
was currently appearing in "Life" Magazine, REY informed KOZUL 
that he was interested in giving further publicity to these 
articles and desired to know the names of various foreign 
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language Yugoslav publications, and K03UL referred him to 
the Provesta' 5 which is a Slovene language newspaper published 
in Chicago. T-3 advised on April 30, 1952 that irjJTIN MARETIC 
had informed JOZIC that his club had had a meeting on Monday 
night previous and had decided to send a letter to "Life" 
complimenting it on the articles pertaining to the life of 
TITO. JOZIC agreed that this was a good idea and it was also 
agreed that when the letter was prepared by an unidentified 
member of the club the letter would be submitted to JOZIC to 
read and correct or if ho so decided to rewrite „ JOZIC 
encouraged the s ending of such letters to "Life 55 to counteract 
protest of other Yugoslav factions which are anti-Tito. The 
informant also learned that on this same date JOZIC recommended 
that PRANK LACKOVIC have his club send a^ letter to "Lifo" 
magazine also praising the articles appearing therein pertainina 
to Marshal TITO. Informant learned" that PRANK LACKOVIC 
also favored having "Novi List 15 send in -such articles.

T-7 advised on April 24, 1952 that Jh«s. IVAN/yjSiCULINIC, who 
operates the tavern at 1802 South Racine Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the present treasurer of tho’ club Friends of Now 
Yugoslavi a. 

Miscellaneous 


T-10, of known reliability, advised on June 17, 1952 that he 
knew of no rocont organizational activities on tho part of the 
Chicago Clubs of Friends of Now Yugoslavia. 

T-l^ advised on June 18, 1952 that it was his opinion that the 
activities of the South Chicago Club of Friends of Now Yugoslavia 
have been discontinued and arc non-existent. According to this 
informant, the Pro-Tito activities in the South Chicago area 
are now centered around Lodge No. 9 of tho Croatian Fraternal 
Union. T-Ij. also advised on June 13, 1952 that Lodge No. 9 
of the CPU has for many years borne the reputation of being 
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Communist dominated. Since the Tito-Cominform break the 
leadership has been dividing between the Titoites and the 
Cominfornists. However, at the time the Trieste resolution 
was brought up in Lodge No. 9 it was done so by a Titoito and 
it was socondod by one of the Lodge loaders who was heretofore 

completely pro-Cominform in his attitude.

as a Croatian newspaper printed in New York City, which 
article was written by PRANK LACKOVIC, 

With reference to NIKOLA MANDIC and ZDENKO SVETE, T-7, of 
known reliability, in August, 1952, identified NIKOLA 
MANDIC as the UDBa (Security Police) agent attached to the 
Yugoslav Embassy, Washington, D, C; T-7 advised that MANDIC* s 
position at the Embassy places him in the responsible position 
of approving all visas of people desiring to enter Yugoslavia. 

He also devotes himself to the work of propagandizing Tito*s 
Communism among Yugoslav- American elements throughout the 
United States. In this work MANDIC* has assisting him- and 
■working directly under him ZDENKO SVETE, and as such SVETE 
is undoubtedly attached to the UDBa organisation of Yugoslavia. 

'^According to T-6 ? NIKOLA KOZUL and JOZl^M^AVEC attended to 
a number of details pertaining to making arrangements for 
the Yugoslav officials to attend the Yugoslav Day rally, in 
Chicago on November 16, 1952, and' it: was learned that ZDENKO 
SVETE planned to arrive in Chicago on November 15, 1952, and 
that NIKOLA MANDIC planned to come but would arrive at a^ later 
date . Informant, learned that KOZUL and MORAVEC- had decided that 
in the event MANDIC did not arrive in time for the Yugoslav. 

Day celebration SVETE could make a speech ir\ Croatian and 
MORAVEC .could make a speech in Slovene; It was also suggested 
\ by KOZUL and MORAVEC that as an alternative to MORAVEC.. MILAN 
-^ffiDVE SEK might speak in Slovene.. MEDVESEK was identified by 
^informant' as editor of the Slovene newspaper. "Pros vet a," the 
official organ of the Slovene National Benefit Society. 

Informant described the Slovene National Benefit Society as 
a large Slovene Maternal insurance organization with head- 
quarters in Chicago,' Illinois. 

With reference to MILAN. MEDVESEK, T-&, of known reliability- 
advised oh June ' 28 , l$h9, that MI-LAN MEDVESEK is a -former*' 
"left-wing - Socialist'* 1 who broke away* from the .Socialist - ■ 
Party Sind, as of that 1 time was* a Communist sympathizer and 
a supporter of Russian ideology.

This same informant advised on April 30, 1950, that MEDVESEK 
was at that time pro-Tito in his political views, and that 
subsequent to ,the Titc-Cominf orm split,- he had made a three- 
month trip to Yugoslavia as a delegate'- of the Slovenian- 
American National Council. 


The Slovenian National Council, commonly referred to by the 
initials SANS', is an organization declared Communist by the 
Attorney General under Executive Order 9835. 


T-l advised on December *+, 1952, that the Yugoslav Day 
celebration was, held cn November 16, 1952, at National 
Hall, 1802 South Racine Avenue, Chicago. According to 
this informant, MILAN MEDVESEK was master of ceremonies at 
this celebration. The principal speakers at this affair 
were V. M. VUKMIROVIC, NIKOLA MANDIC and ZDSNKO SVETE. 
Informant reported that MANDIC and SVETE spoke as representa- 
tives of -the Yugoslav Embassy at Washington, D.’-C. 


Informant .also advised that VUKMIROVIC in his talk spoke 

! eneral "terms with reference to the history and background . 
of Yugoslavia without touching on any pertinent political 
issues. Informant stated that MANDIC in the course of his 
talk spoke on the results of the recent Congress of the 
Communist Party of Yugoslavia which took place in Zagreb, 
Yugoslavia, and stated that it was' decided at this Congress 
that Yugoslavia would support the decisions of the United 
Nations with respect to world political issues. MANDIC 
reportedly criticized Russia for her actions and attitude 
toward Yugoslavia and he reaffirmed’ Yugoslavia’s present 
firm' stand against Russian domination. He also stated that 
Yugoslavia will continue to maintain free relations with 
the Vfestern powers. 


According to T-l, SVETE in his speech spoke with reference

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master of ceremonies for this affair was MILAN MEDVESEK, 
editor of the newspaper n Prosveta. u 

Informant reported that SVETE during the course of his 
remarks explained to the audience that the misunderstanding 
between Russia and Yugoslavia had developed as Tar - back as. 
19H-3. He added that at the end of the last' war Russia, 
withdrew the Russian- Army from Yugoslavia but sent political 
instructors to Yugoslavia who were placed in all policy- 
making positions’ within ihe Yugoslav government and 
Yugoslavia resented thi-s form of domination. SVETE 
likewise reaffirmed Yugoslavian firm attitude toward Russia. 

With respect to relations between Yugoslavia and Russia, 

SVETE stated that any aggression would have to come from 
a satellite country <of Russia, such as Hungary or Bulgaria, 
and he added that Yugoslavia has a strong Army and will fight 
any intruders. SVETE likewise drew a comparison between the 
Communist Party within Russia and the Yugoslav Communist Party, 
stating that they were different. He explained that in 
Yugoslavia* for example, a group of individuals in the form 
of a committee make all the plans for the shop workers 
within a factory, while in Russia one man determines the 
policy for each factory,- He also explained with respect 
to the present 'administration. of Yugoslavia that the Yugoslav 
Communist movement and the Partisan Party of Yugoslavia at 
the outset of the last war were organised by students and 
the younger people of Yugoslavia, and that new many of these 
. former students are the ones who hold high government posi- 
tions within the Yugoslav government. 

Ho also spoke of the progress and expansion of industry now 
taking place within. Yugoslavia, pointing cut that great 
strides are being made to develop the resources of the 
country. He likewise expressed his desire and bne desire 
of the Yugoslav government that close, friendly relations 
be maintained with the Uni bed States. 

Informant likewise advised that NIKOLA MANDIC also spoke along 
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the same general lines as SVETE and he bitterly denounced 
Russia because of Russia’s attitude towards Yugoslavia and 
he blamed Russia for interfering in the progress of Yugoslavia. 
He accused Russia of being a dictatorship and stressed the 
fact that Yugoslavia had refused to submit to Russian domina- 
tion. He also spoke with appreciation for the aid received 
by Yugoslavia from the United States and. he stated that 
Yugoslavia desires to continue friendly relations with the 
United States. 

Informant rep'orted that MILAN MEDVI2SEK during the course of 
his remarks, merely commented on the fact that although the 
attendance at this affair was small, it should be remembered 
that the original Partisan forces were small at their incep- 
tiori also. Informant added that a luncheon was also served 
at tftis, affair. The informant noted NIKOLA KOZUL, IVAN JOZIC, 
JOZE' MORAVEC , FRANK LACKOVIC and MILAN BIGA sit together at 
the ftead table. According to this informant, FRANK LACKOVIC 
was chairman of the affair. 

Yugoslav, .American National Committee 

It is to be noted that T-l on December 16, 1952, and T-9 
on December 11, 1952, both advised that the organization 
Friends o£ New Yugoslavia is a local pro-Tito group whose 
leaders work in close relationship with Yugoslav Consulate 
officials ? and that the Yugoslav Am .rican National Committee 
is a committee formed by the organization Friends of New 
Yugoslavia and is composed of some t cif the leaders of the 
aforementioned club. 

T-9 advised on December 11, 1952, that form ’letters are being' 
sent out by the Yugoslav- American National Committee by FRANK 
LACKOVIC to local Yugoslav clubs and to all lodges of the 
Croatian Fraternal Union (CFU) in the Chicago area. In these 
form letters it is explained that a type of central committee 
is being organized to promote celebrations in honor of 
Yugoslav Day and the organizations to which these form 
letters were sent. are being solicited to send representatives 
who will make up this central committee. In these form letters 
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the president of the Yugoslav American National Committee 
ip listed as MARTIN MARETIC and the secretary as GERTR UDE,. 
ffiCjACICH. T he informant advised that MARETIC is the presi- 
dent of the Chicago club of Friends of New Yugoslavia and 
that GERTRUDE RAJACICH has only recently become active 
in pro-Tito activities subsequent to the Tito-Gominform 
split. 

With reference to the CFU. T-3 advised on September 12, 1952, 
that this is a large Croatian fraternal insurance organization 
with headquarters at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Although the 
entire Communist supported slate of officers of this organiza- 
tion was. elected at its 1951 convention, strong anti-Communist 
factions exist, within this organization that could defeat 
Communist leadership if anti-Communist forces could cooperate.

National Holiday. It is. stated in the article that TELESMANIC

American Home in NYC on 1/17/53 as spokesman of 
pro-Tito opposition. Both attacked present leader- 
ship of the Home as being pro-Cominform and antagd** 
nistic to Marshal TITO and the New Yugoslavia. 
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MAR26 1963 ' On ** arc 'k 1953# Confidential Informant T-l, of 

known reliability, advi'sed that captioned organization had- 
held a general membership meeting on February 27» 1953> for 
the purpose of electing officers, for the current year. The 
informant stated that the term of the previous administration. 
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ACTIVITIES 


T-l stated that this meeting was attended by 
only twelve members and that this poor attendance is 
characteristic for all meetings of the organization which 
continues in a state of almost total inactivity. ALEXANDER 
was the chairman at the meeting and the discussion 
dealt exclusively with suggestions as to how the group could 
interest other Yugoslavs in the organization. It was suggested 
£hat more Yugoslavs would attend the meetings of the group 
if they were not held at the Yugoslav Ameri'can Home which has 
more and more become a center of pro-Cominform activity. 

ANTHONY^TfcAJDOS,^*prominent r pro-Tito Yugoslav, 
vigorously opposed this suggestion. It was his contention 
that the Home was established for the Yugoslav people in 
New York City and that if the pro-Tito groups were to move 
out the pro-Cominforra Yugoslavs would ' be 'in a position 
to take over completely. 


On April 1, 1953, Confidential Informant' T-l 
reported concerning a meeting of the 51ub of American 
Yugoslav Friendship on March 27, 1953, at the Yugoslav 
American Home, l|.05 West l{.lst Street, New York City. The 
meeting was coramonced at 9 P.M. and lasted until 11 P.M. 

The main topic of discussion centered around the manner in 
which the group could be reactivated. It was decided to 
sponsor a concert to be held at the Home on April ,12, 1953. 

Nothing of ,a political nature was discussed 
at this meeting according to the informant. 

CONNECTIONS WITH SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 


Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
made available a copy of a letter dated August 28, 1950, 

, ^ signed by M^ARTELt .of the Nati onal„Off ice of the S ocialist 
Workers.. Party. This letter sets, forth the role to be played 
by the SWP in the organization known as Friends of New 
Yugoslavia, BARTELL indicates in the 'letter that efforts 
should be continued on the part of the branches of the SWP 
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to build support in the United States for the Yugoslav 
revolution and for recruiting American Yugoslavs who have 
broken with Stalinism. 

BARTELL states that Friends of New Yugoslavia 
is an American Yugoslav organization of heterogeno,us political 
composition including Titoist's,. petty bourgeois and revolution- 
ary elements arid a large proportion of- persons who were 
patriots of both the United States and Yugoslavia. 

The organization, according to BARTELL, is 
lacking in leadership and unclear in purpose except in its 
support of new Yugoslavia. BARTELL states that the SWP 
comrades should help build the movement, get subscriptions 
to the prp-Tit,o Yugoslav ne.wspaper, "Novi List"', and help 
win supporters for the Titoist Workers State among the 
Yugoslavs, At the same time the SWP comrades should propa- 
gandize the SWP, contact as many Yugoslavs as possible, hold 
public Party meetings on Yugoslavia, advertise in "Novi List", 
etc. ' ’ 


It is to be noted that the Socialist Workers 
Party is an organization which was cited by the Attorney 
General as coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835* 

Confidential Informant T-3* of known reliability, 
has repeatedly stated that -"Novi List", a Croatian language 
newspaper published in New York City, is the main outlet for 
pro-Tito propaganda among Yugoslavs in this country. 

YUGOSLAV AMERICAN HOME 

Confidential Informant T-3 advised on January 17, 
1953 » that ALEXANDER JURIC and NIKOLA TELESMANIC -were among 
approximately half a dozen pro-T.ito Yugoslavs who, on January 
16, 1953, attended tho annual shareholders meeting of the 
Yugoslav American Home. 

The informant pointed ovit that the Yugoslav- 
American Home had been a center of Communist activity among 
the Yugoslav element in New York City ever since its inception 
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in 1946 and that following 'the Tito-Cortiinfom split in 1948# 
the Home has come under’ the complete control of pro-Cominform 
groups. A minority among the shareholders, the informant 
stated, however, joined the pro-Tito camp and forms a small 
but vociferous opposition within the Yugoslav American Home. 

The informant stated that ALEXANDER JURIC and 
NIKOLA TELESMANIC are, the principal, spokesmen for this pro- 
Tito opposition and that bo'th men spoke briefly at the afore- 
mentioned shareholders meeting on January 16, 1953* JURIC 
sharply criticized the annual .reports submitted to tho stock- 
holders by tho various officers of tho Yugoslav American 
Homo and accusod them of lying when they assorted that the 
administration of the Home had been able to achieve a' not 
profit in 1952. JURIC pointed out that the income of the 
Yugoslav American Homo had shown a steady decline and he 
blamed the pro-Cominform activities of the administration 
for this condition as well as their failure to support 
prosent-d'ay Yugoslavia. The informant stated that JURIC 
concluded his speech with tho remark that those comrades 
expecting tho TITO regime to collapse will be greatly dis- 
appointed. 


NIKOLA TELESMANIC also sharply criticized tho' 
administration of the Yugoslav American Home chiefly because 
of its failure to support the new Yugoslavia which he said 
has done so much for the working class, 

TELESMANIC said that one of the purposes in 
establishing the Yugoslav American Home back in 1946 had 
been the desire on the part of many Yugoslavs in the Now 
York area to support the postwar regime in Yugoslavia, The 
administration of the Home* however, has consistently pursued 
the opposite course in that it waged a relentless struggle 
against the new Yugoslavia and against its supporters in this 
country. 


TELESMANIC said that under those conditions it 
is not surprising that many pro-Tito Yugoslavs have deoided 
to keep away from the Home, thus causing a further decline 
in the income of the Yugoslav American Home. ' TELESMANIC 
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stated that this condition' can, however, be easily corrected 
if the new administration should decide to change its policy 
and take a positive attitude towards present-day Yugoslavia. 

ALEXANDER JURIC 


According to a Statement of Ownership and 
Management published in "Novi List" on October 7, 1952, page ij., 
column 6, ALEXANDER JURIC is the editor of this newspaper and 
one of its owners. 

Confidential Informant T-4, of unknown, reliability, 
who was connected, until a short time ago, with the administra- 
tion of "Novi List", advised on October 27, 1952, that the 
editorial policy of this paper is directed by ALEXANDER 1 JURIC 
and. that JURIC associates freely with the Yugoslav officials 
in this country. The informant stated that JURIC is in com- 
plete sympathy with the TITO government. 

* 

The April 1, 1952 issue of "Novi List" (page 1, 
column 6) contains the text of' a speech by ALEXANDER JURIC 
which was delivered at the annual stockholders meeting of 
"Novi List" on March 29, 1952, in New York City. He stated 
in this speech that the paper was fighting the enemies of 
Yugoslavia including the "Cominformists", He described the 
latter group as "agents of the most aggressive country in the 
world today, the- Soviet Union." 

Speaking of the paper’s future task, JURIC 
called for continued efforts in exposing activities of the 
Cominformists and stated in this- connection "the fight against 
them today i-s the basic task of every honest, democratically- 
minded man because the activities of the Cominformists repre- 
sent the greatest danger to peace, to the freedom of the 
smaller nations and to the progress of mankind."

DETAILS: Confidential Informant T-l, of known reli- 

ability, advised* on April- 15, 1953 that the 
captioned organization sponsored a concert 
and social affair at. the Yugoslav American Home, 4°5 West 
41st Street, New York City on April 12, 1953. The Informant 
stated that this was a pro-Tito function and was attended by 
many of the officials of the Yugoslav Government in New 
York City as well as many pro-Tito Communists from the New 
York area .

In addition to various musical numbers presented 
by. members of the Yugoslav colony, NIK 0Li^#.SL5SMANlC , 
Chairman of captioned organization, delivered an address 
wherein he emphasized the purpose of the affair as an 
expression of Yugoslav American Friendship.

which had been held on April 12 j 1953 at the Yugoslav 
American Home under the sponsorship of the captioned 
organization.

Concerning ALEXANDER JURIC, whom the Informant 
described as a leading member of the subject organization,

captioned organization, since January 1953, had boon poorly attended. The 
Informant stated ho had recently discussed this obviousjfcick of enthusiasm 
displayed by the local Yugoslav clement with .ILEC.JCE^pURICII, whom the Informant 
Had previous discribod as one of tho loading mcmbers^Oi, subject organisation 
and chairman of "Novi List." j|/ t 

. the course of this conversation, JURICK • frankly- „ admitted 

that subject club has not been successful in attracting and holding largo numbers 
©i. Yugoslav -imcricans as members. Kc attributed this failure to several factors, 
primarily unfavorable economic conditions in Yugoslavia. JURICIf explained that 
those conditions naturally arc reflected in numerous letters received by local 
Jugoslavs in this country from their relatives and friends abroad, and that as 
a result the enthusiasm for TITO and pro-TITO organizations is constantly 
dampened to a considerable extent. 


In addition, JURICK explained that the pro^TITO movement is 
handicapped oy its lack of "revolutionary appeal" in' that Titoism does not 
envisage world revolution or tho final victory of tho working class. 

JURICK further told the Informant that an attempt Ib being made 
and has been made for some tine to overcome this handicap by having prominent 
Americans of Yugoslav descent visit Yugoslavia where a well organized propaganda 
apparatus guides their movements in such a way as to impress then with tho progress 
of the country under TITO. JURICI! said that those visitors^ are taken o.n automobile 
Excursions to the most scenic regions of Yugoslavia, tours arc conducted for 
them which include tho most modern industrial plants as well as road and bridge 
construction projects. In' addition, interviews are arranged with competent 
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representatives of the TITO regime on the foderal as r:oll as local level. 
As a result, these visitors, when returning to the United States, usually 
praise the TITO Regine as a modern and progressive 'over ament, and they ar 
apt to describe conditions in Yugoslav in a most favorable lic'ht.

Subject organization almost totally inactive during recent 
months., Membership meetings poorly attended and no other 
major activities reported. NIKOLA TELESHANIC , Chairman, and 
NIKOLA GRUBELIC, Treas., attended a series of conferences 
at Yugoslav Consulate General in NYC dealing with arrangements 
for a banquet in honor of KOCA POPOVIC, Yugoslav Secy, for 
Foreign Affairs* Other matters discussed at these meetings 
concerned the Trieste problem and the future of the Yugoslav 
American Home in NYC. Total membership of subject 
organization, approximately 200 members, but not more than 
ten to fifteen said to he active members.

DETAILS: T-l, of known reliability, advised on 

December 14, 1953 that the captioned 
organization continues to be almost totally 
inactive. According to the informant, the club has had no 
major affairs of its own since the annual picnic in august, 
1953# und its regularly scheduled monthly membership meetings 
have been poorly attended. 

COPIES DESTROYED 

MAR 26. 196.3 informant explained that on numerous 
occasions within the last few months only five or six members 
showed up at these meetings, and, as a result, no business 
would be transacted for lackvof a quorum. The Informant 
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NY 105-2290 

said that such activity as has been noted by him emanated 
from individuals connected with the club rather than from 
the organization itself. 

In this connection? the informant reported on 
October 2, 1953 that NL a.Q.L'r^gSLhSM'ANIG . who continues to be 
president of subject organi zation, belonged to a group of 
prominent local Yugoslavs who had been selected by BUDE 
LONCaR, Yugoslav Consul in Ne w York City, to serve on a 
■preparatory committee" for a banquet in honor 
frrOPOVIC . Yugoslav Secretary of Foreign Affairs. 


The informant stated that the individuals 
belonging to this committee attended a meeting on October 1 , 
1953 at 8 : P.M. at the Yugoslav Consulate General, 816 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. Approximately fifteen persons were 
. including NIKOLA TELESMNIC, Chairman, and N I AO LA 
CORUBELIC . Treasurer of captioned organization. ’ ' 

ThqJJonsul, LONCaR presided and stated that the 
presence of IvOCA P0P0VIC in this country should be made the 
occasion of a banquet in his honor and in honor of the other 
-members of the Permanent Yugoslav Delegation to the United* 
Nations .

. . . According to the informant,, LONCAR indicated that 

instructions to this effect had been received from Dr. E'BWARD 
KARDELJI, Yugoslav Vice Premier. LONCAR further indicated 
that this banquet should oe presented to the public as a 
spontaneous affair originating with the Yugoslav colony in 
New York City, rather than being arranged or inspired by the 
Yugoslav Consulate. J 

On October 16, 1953 the informant reported that a 
second meeting of the aforementioned group was held on 
October I 4 -, 1953 at the Yugoslav Consulate General, and 
that invitations for this meeting had been sent out by 
NIKOLA T3LESKANIC. This meeting was presided over by 
Consul LONCAR and DRAG&^tOVQRUSI C . Yugoslav Consul Gene ral 
m _New York City. The m£ln topic discussed concerned the 
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arrangements being made for the aforementioned banquet, 
and it was decided that this banquet asCm.— be held on 
6ctdber 17, 1953 at the Park Sheraton Hotel. 

Other matters taken Up at the meeting were the 
Trieste problem and the future of the Yugoslav American 
Horae in New York- City. 

Regarding the Trieste problem. Consul General 
GOVORUSIC remarked that the seriousness of this problem 
cannot be overemphasized. He requested all present to 
see to it that the greatest possible number of wires and 
letters be sent to the Ivhite House and the State Department, 
in protest against the attitude of the United States 
Government in this matter.

Regarding the* .Yugoslav American Home {YAH.), it 
was generally agreed that the pr o -Cominf orm faction among 
the Yugoslavs in this area is at present in c omp lete control 
, f of the Kerne. ^ ALSX^iNDER JURIC stated that the majority of”' 
^the stock undoubtedly is in the hands of pro-Cominforraists, 
and,, therefore, it does not seem possible to wrest the 
control of the Home from this group. It was agreed that 
the matter should be further discussed at a subsequent 
meeting. 





At the conclusion of this meeting NIKOLA 
TESLESMIC and ALEXANDER JURIC remained in Private conference 
with Consul LONCAR. 

^UjE3^OT)E^^UISIC has been previously described 
by this informant as\n ardent pro-Titoist and President 
of Novi List, Incorporated, publishers of "Novi List, 11 a 
pro-TITO Croatian language newspaper in New York City. 

It is noted that the YAH, mentioned above, has 
been designated by the Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 
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T-l advised on October 21, 1953 that following 
the banquet for POPOVIC, the members of the aforementioned 
preparatory committee convened once more at. the Yugoslav 
Consulate General. This meeting took place on October 20, 
1953 and the Consulate "General was represented by DRAGO 
GOVORUSIC, ConstlL General, and BUD£$&0NCAR, Consul, 
this meeting ALEXANDER JURIC, NIKOlA mE^i^u'iTc , and ^ 
NIKOLA GRU3ELIC reported concerning the financial aspects 
of the POPOVIC banquet. It was brought out that four 
hundred people attended paying a total of §2,000 (five 
dollars per plate). The total expenses were $2,317,00. 

NIKOLA TELESilAi'IIC suggested at the meeting that 
the sum needed to cover the deficit be raised jointly 
by raembezgof the preparatory * committee including himself 
and ALEX&i'iDER JURIC. This suggestion met with the 
unanimous approval of the committee. 



On December 9, 1953> T-2, of unknown reliability, 
but who is a member of the captioned organization and ' ‘ 

intimately acquainted with its activities, furnished the 
following information: 

_The informant related that the CLUB OP AMERICAN 
YUGOSLAV FRIENDSHIP has a total membership of two hundred, 
but that not more than ten to fifteen members can be 
counted upon to attend occasional membership meetings and 
to show some degree of interest, 

T-2 said that the club is supposed to have one 
membership meeting a month, but that within the last year 
or so a great many meetings had to be cancelled oecause an 
insufficient number of members would show up. 

^informant said that the only activities of 
the organization of any importance are their annual picnic, 
which is usually held in July or August, and their major 
function, which is the annual concert and entertainment 
customarily held in the winter season. This winter* s concert 
is to fc&KG place sometime in January, and, according 
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to the informant, should. attract between three hundred and 
four hundred people chiefly because of its popular 
musical features. 


The informant said that the subject organization 
was set up originally for the dual purpose of furthering the 
interest inland understanding of present day Yugoslavia 
in this country, and secondly to acquaint the people of 
Yugoslav:' nationality in the New York area with the various 
aspects of political, social and economic progress in 
Yugoslavia under the TITO Hfegime. 


The informant stated that the club has 
obviously been unable to make any. headway with the 
Yugoslav element and that the only people having shoii;n 
any degree of interest were individuals who have a 
financial interest in cultivating or expanding their 
Yugoslav business connections or social contacts. 


The informant said that even people in this 
group have lost all interest in the organization apparently 
because of rivalries that developed within this group, 
and particularly because their initial interest in the 
organization failed to produce tangible financial returns * 

The informant further stated that another factor 
responsible for the apparent failure of the club to nlay 
an important role among local Yugoslavs is the complete 
lack of leadership. He said that NIKOLA TSLESMANIC, 
although well ihtentioned, completely lacks the mental 
capacity to fill his position as Chairman, and that the 
same holds true of the other officers of the organization. 


T-2 observed that the lack of intelligent leadership 
applies not only to the subject organization, but is general 
* the pro-TITO field. He said that this M~due to the 

fact that at the time of the TITO-Cominform] split in July, 

1948 almost all individuals among Yugoslav Communists who 
had developed leadership qualities decided to join the pro- 
Corainform faction thereby causing the pro~T2T0 element to 
become, and to a large extent, to remain leader less up to 
the present time.
